Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



Claim 40 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. In claim 40 line 5, 
applicant claims dropping "... at least part of said first packet..." an in line 
"...dropping a payload portion of the said packet.." It is not clear from the 
claim if there is a difference. It is the opinion of the examiner that one of 
these limitations is redundant. 



The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially 
created doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) 
so as to prevent the unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right 
to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible harassment by 
multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 
(Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re 
Vogel, 422-F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c)

Claim 47 is rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 41, 
43 of U.S. Patent No. 09/625,381. Although the conflicting claims are not 
identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because: 

Claim 43 of '381 essentially reads on claim 47. The obvious 
difference is that in claim 43 an adverse transmission condition is detected 
whereas in claim 47 of the current application anj^ fault is detected. A fault 
can be classified as an adverse transmission condition. Hence claim 43 is 
an obvious variation of claim 47. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-39, 41-47 are allowed. 

Claim 40 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action.
